The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims. References Horinouchi et al. (US 
5,777,975), Daniel (US 3,715,242), and Massen (US Pub. 2003/0137510) do not disclose: 
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• Creating one or more registration markers with the aid of scanning electron 
microscope and reposition the one or more registration markers on a silicon 
surface. 

• Encapsulating with silicon such that one or more of the registration markers are 
still visible on the silicon surface. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-31 are allowed.
